2 million more Americans join 
the ranks of poverty in 1991

WASHINGTON — The tightening recession dumped 
more than 2 million Americans into poverty in 1991, the 
Census Bureau said Thursday. The number of Americans 
officially categorized by the government as poor reached a 


27-year high. 


Last year, during the depths of the recession, 35.7 
million Americans were listed as poor. 
Americans were 14.2 percent of the population, up from 


13.5 percent the year before. 


The government counts people as poor if their income 
falls below the national poverty line. Last year a family of 
four earning $13,924 was poor. So was an individual earn- 


ing $6,932 or less. 


Americans in general earned less in 1991 than the year 
before. The government said median household income 
declined by 3.5 percent, to $30,126, after adjusting for 


inflation.

Italian plane crashes on Sarajevo relief mission

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina 
— An Italian plane crashed Thursday 
while carrying relief supplies to be- 
sieged Sarajevo, and officials said 
there was no sign the four crew mem- 
bers survived. U.S. helicopters re- 
ported gunfire while searching for the 
wreckage. 

A U.N. official in Sarajevo said in- 
vestigators were checking into wit- 
ness reports that the Italian air force 
plane was shot down by two rockets, 
and that an initial inspection at the 
crash site showed the aircraft may 
have been hit. 

U.N. officials suspended humani- 
tarian flights to the city pending an 
investigation of the midday crash of 
the twin-engine turboprop. It was the 
first crash involving the airlift, al- 
though other planes have been shot 


| at. 


The crash dampened spirits raised 
earlier in the day by the arrival of the 
top U.N. peacekeeping official to dis- 
cuss the latest agreement on curbing 
ethnic fighting around Sarajevo. 

Marrack Goulding, U.N. undersec- 
retary-general for peacekeeping, ex- 
pressed his own discouragement over 
the halting moves toward a peaceful 
settlement. He said there were no 


signs of Serb fighters turning heavy 
weapons over for U.N. supervision as 
their leader promised Wednesday. 

“T will go on trying to talk as long as 
I possibly can,” he said. “You can’t 
expect us to build Rome in a day.” 

U.N. officials said Goulding would 
continue a process that began last 
week at peace talks in London and 
resumed Thursday in Geneva. 

Much of Bosnia-Herzegovina was 
relatively calm Thursday, but Serb 
and Muslim forces were reportedly 
fighting west of the capital. 

An undetermined number of 
Moslems were reportedly killed in a 
village between Skender Vak and 
Travnik in western Herzegovina, and 
bodies were seen floating down the 
river Thursday, journalist Sanja 
Puljiz reported. She said people were 
fleeing the area. 

She spoke by telephone. The con- 
versation ended abruptly as shelling 
was heard in the background.

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St. George warned about aftershocks 


SPRINGDALE, Washington County — A seismologist says there is a 30 
percent chance of a strong aftershock in the wake of the 5.9 magnitude quake 
that rocked southwestern Utah and triggered a destructive landslide there. 

Sue Nava, senior staff seismologist at the University of Utah Seismograph 
Stations in Salt Lake City, said the aftershock could reach 5.0 on the Richter 
scale and come at any time in the next few weeks. 

“The probability of having one or more aftershocks at the magnitude 5.0 or 
larger is 20 percent during the first day,” she said. 

An aftershock of 3.0 was recorded at 4:46 p.m. Wednesday. 

The university dispatched two teams of two people each to southwestern 
Utah to put out portable seismometers to help pinpoint the depth of any 
aftershock, 

An earthquake can be centered anywhere from half a mile to four miles 
beneath the surface. Knowing the depth is important in pinpointing which 
fault was involved, because the faults angle down unpredictably. 

A shallow earthquake will cause more local damage than a deeper movement 
of the same intensity, Nava said. : 

She said seismologists were hampered in analyzing the quake because the 
nearest permanent station to the epicenter, five miles southeast of St. George, 
is 55 miles to the north in Cedar City.The U.S. Geological Survey estimated 
Wednesday’s tremor at 5.5, but Nava defends the U.’s higher figure. 


Utah highways to be busy Labor Day 


SALT LAKE CITY — It happens every Labor Day, and this year is no 
exception. A record number of motorists are expected to hit the highways on 
the long weekend, according to the American Automobile Association. 

This year, drivers will be paying more for gasoline in the Beehive State. 

“We're projecting more Americans will be traveling this Labor Day than 
any other since we began making these projections in 1985,” said Geoff Rice, 
director of field operations for the Automobile Club of Utah, the AAA affiliate 
for the state. 

Rice said 28 million Americans will drive 100 miles or more from home to 
their respective destinations over the weekend. 

Gas prices don’t seem to be having any effect on people’s decisions to travel 
this year. 

The statewide average price for a gallon of unleaded self-service gas in Utah 


is expected to be $1.232 per gallon compared to last year’s price of $1.139 per 
gallon. 


Mother’s smoking causes baby problems 


CHICAGO — The more cigarettes a mother smokes, the more behavior 
problems her children are likely to have, researchers say. 

Women who smoke at least a pack a day have children with twice the rate of 
extreme behavior problems — such as anxiety, disobedience or conflict with 
others — compared with children of non-smokers, the researchers say. 


Refraining from smoking only during pregnancy didn’t help, according to | 


the study published in September’s Pediatrics journal. 

Children of pack-a-day mothers who smoked after the child’s birth had 
problems just as often as children of pack-a-day women who smoked during 
pregnancy and afterward. 

Smoking less than a pack a day also was linked to elevated rates of behavior 
problems, but the rates were not as high as for heavier smokers, the re- 
searchers said. They used data from a Labor Department survey in which 
mothers of 2,256 youngsters ages 4 to 11 were interviewed. 


Geyser pattern may signal earthquakes 


WASHINGTON — A change in the eruption pattern of an “Old Faithful” 
type of geyser near Calistoga, Calf. may be a warning about impending large 
earthquakes, researchers say. 

In a study to be published Friday in the journal Science, two Carnegie 
Institution researchers said the Old Faithful Geyser of California, located near 
Calistoga, experienced a sudden variation in its eruption pattern within one to 
three days before three major earthquakes. 

Paul G. Silver and Nathalie J. Valette-Silver, a wife and husband team at 
Carnegie’s Department of Terrestrial Magnetism in Washington, said a 20- 
year record of eruptions of the California geyser is clear evidence that it is 
affected by large quakes within 155 miles of the geyser site. 

“Hither this is all a coincidence and nature is playing a practical joke” or the 
geyser is exhibiting changes that are precursors to large earth movements, 
Silver said. 

The Silvers obtained record copies of geyser eruptions and entered thou- 
sands of eruption times into a:comptfér. They then compared the eruption 
patterns for the months,just preceding‘a major earthquake-with- periods that 
included the earthquakes.

The “campus loop” is no longer a 
complete loop. If you’ve tried to drive 
between the Widtsoe Building and 
700 East, you’ve probably already fig- 
ured this out. 

The road has been closed so KOH 
Mechanical, contracted by BYU, can 
put in utility lines under South Cam- 
pus Drive. 

The lines are in preparation for a 
proposed new science building that 
may be built in the empty lot east of 
the new Joseph Smith Memorial 
Building. 

The proposal still needs to be ap- 
proved by the Board of Trustees but 
should be underway in early 1993. 

“It’s just a matter of time,” said H. 
Brent Harker, associate director of 
Public Communications. “The science

building is a necessity.” 

With the return of more than 
27,000 students to campus, this may 
seem like a poorly-planned time to 
tear up a major street. Harker, how- 
ever, described the timing as “part of 
a long-term project,” and the product 
of multiple factors. 

“There’s no way to avoid getting 
into the school year,” he said, even if 
the project had started in June. 

Although the road has been closed 
from the Widtsoe Building to where 
700 East connects to campus, Harker 
said students can still walk through 
the construction site until the road is 
actually torn up. 

Harker said the contractor is ex- 
pected to put up walkways when the 
road becomes a trench. 

South Campus Drive will be 
reopened once the project is com- 
pleted, probably in November. 


But the road will have a new twist. 
Harker said that with the removal of 
four university-owned houses south 
of the Widtsoe Building, the road will 
be moved south to accommodate the 
proposed new building. 

The closure of the road has and will 
close some of the parking areas in the 
vicinity. 

Lot 7 south of the Widtsoe Building 
will be closed throughout the project. 

Other lots which may be affected 
for parts of the construction include 
lots 5, 9 and 32. Lot 8 (motorcycle 
parking) will disappear permanently. 

The Traffic Office estimated that 
up to 145 parking spaces in these lots 
could be affected. 

The lots are designated ‘A’ for fac- 
ulty and staff. Faculty and staff hold- 
ing ‘A’ lot stickers, however, can park 
in any G, Y, or R lot. 


2 BYU students to study 
penguins inAntarctica

S0irig to 
Antarctica to study penguins this 
month. 

Carsten Kooyman, a senior from 
California with a double major in Zo- 
ology and Journalism, and his brother 
Tory, a junior majoring in English, 
are going to spend three months liv- 
ing in ice and snow to study the diving 
behavior and lifestyle of the emperor 
penguin, the largest penguin species. 

The two are part of an international 
group sponsored by the National Sci- 
ence Foundation. The group consists 
of five Americans, including Gerald 
Kooyman, Carsten and Tory’s father, 
one man from France, one from Ger- 
many and one from Australia.

ther. This will be Carsten’s second 
trip to Antarctica. 

Carsten will be the diving officer 
for the trip. As part of the team’s 
study, they will dive under sea ice, 
sometimes as thick as six feet, to 
videotape the birds as they dive and 
swim. 

Penguins are able to dive 500 me- 
ters and can hold their breath for up 
to 17 minutes, Carsten said. 

“That’s really amazing for a bird,” he 
said. 

“The visibility is beautiful. You can 
see up to 800 feet,” Carsten said about 
diving in the Antarctic Ocean. 

“It’s like flying.”

, Although college students may get 
As in all their academic classes, they 
may fail miserably when it comes to 
their personal eating patterns. 

Skipping breakfast, “pigging out” 
at cafeterias or fast food joints and 
ordering pizza at midnight seem to be 
popular eating practices among col- 
lege students. 

For many freshman students, col- 
lege is their first. taste of total free- 
dom from parental influence. This 
freedom may lead to chaotic eating 
patterns, which, in turn, may lead to 
poor health and possibly weight vain 

Gary MacNaughton, a 22-yeai-vid 
political science sophomore from 
Glasgow, Scotland, said college life 
has affected his eating patterns “very 
much.” He added, “With my hectic 
schedule, food is a second priority to 
studying, so BYU Vending receives a 
large amount of my paycheck.” 

Dr. Richard Salazar, a BY U Health 
Sciences assistant professor, said 
studies show that women, during 
their first year at college, tend to gain 
10 to 15 pounds, and men, during 
their first year at college, tend to lose 
10 to 15 pounds. He said this is be- 
cause of the differences of body 
makeup between women and men and 
because of the differences in activity 
levels between women and men as a 
whole. 

Students who live in the dorms and 
who eat at either the Morris Center 
Cafeteria or the Cannon Center Cafe- 
teria have to be careful not to take too 
much advantage of the all-you-can- 
eat menus. 

“Tm afraid of the ‘freshman 15’,” 
said Stephanie Murdock, 18, a fresh- 
man in nursing from Fallon, Nev. 
Murdock lives in the dorms and eats 
at the Cannon Center Cafeteria. 

Murdock said a meal in the Cannon 
Center Cafeteria is like a “regular 
home-cooked meal,” however, Mur- 
dock said she feels the cafeteria 
doesn’t offer enough healthy food 
choices. 

Samuel Brooks, BYU Food Ser- 
vices director said, the Cannon Cen- 
ter Cafeteria for Heleman Halls resi- 
dents, and the Morris 
Cafeteria, for Deseret Towers resi-

dents, now offer wide varieties of food 
that were not offered at either cafete- 
rias in the past. 

Salad bars, potato bars, sandwich 
bars, baked goods, pizza and various 
hot entrees are available at the cafe- 
terias, Brooks said. 

Brooks said students may request 
the kinds of food they want offered at 
the cafeterias. “We provide what 
[students] ask for.” 

Brooks said BYU Food Services is 
trying to implement more vegetarian 
entrees into the cafeterias’ meal 
plans. 

Kjerstina Weaver, 19, an English 
sophomore from Vanderhoof, B.C., 
said she gained weight during her 
freshman year because she did not 
regulate how much she ate at the cafe- 
teria. “I got all the food I wanted,” 
Weaver said. 

Brooks said there is now a ‘Health 
Enhancement Program available to 
those students who eat at the Cannon 
or Morris cafeterias.

hancement is an advisement program 
where students can get assistance de- 
signing their personal diet and nutri- 
tion plans, Brooks said. 

Students can find out more about 
the program by talking to the BYU 
Food Services managers or the BYU 
Housing managers. 

Not only does food affect a person’s 
physical health, but food can also af- 
fect a person’s mental health. 

According to Phyllis Jacobson, 
chair of the BYU Dance Department, 
students should avoid eating sweets 
for energy. 

Jacobson said foods can affect peo- 
ple psychologically. “Sweets make 
you feel good at first,” she said. “But 
less than a minute after, you feel like 
you need to eat more.” 

According to a 1990 New York 
Times article, BYU Health Sciences 
faculty, BYU Physical Education fac- 
ulty and some BYU students, the fol- 
lowing are some tips for healthy eat- 
ing at college: 


Control food portions. When you 
want to take a study break, bring 
friends along and share a bag of pop- 
corn, rather than eat the whole bag of 
popcorn yourself. Be aware of how 
your metabolism works so you can 
know how much food you should in- 
take. 

eAvoid big meals before bed time. 
Eating a large amount of food before 
you go to sleep may slow your 
metabolism 

eDon’t get caught in the “fast-food 
trap.” Remember, it’s always faster 
to peel an orange. Also, When order- 
ing pizza, choose mushrooms and pep- 
pers for toppings instead of pepperoni 
or ham. 

e@Minimize eating as an outlet for 
stress. Take a walk instead. 

elf you eat at the cafeteria, lighten 
your meal by eliminating toppings 
such as butter and gravy. 

eDon't panic if you gain weight. 
Rather than going on a crash diet, set 
realistic long-term goals.

Receivers, backs and linemen 
should help young quarterback

Although BYU enters the 1992 
football season with a muddied situa- 
tion at quarterback, the Cougars will 
enjoy unfamiliar strength at other po- 
sitions, strength that may offset the 
lack of experience at the helm. 


Wide Receivers 

The wide receiver corps 
is the deepest and perhaps 
most talented in BYU's 
long history of excellent 
pass catchers. Ironically, 
this group, led by junior 
co-captain Eric Drage, 
comes together just when 
there is some indecision 
about who will be deliver- 
ing them the ball. 

Drage is technically superb. He 
was the team’s clutch receiver, 
pulling down 46 receptions, 10 for 
touchdowns, in 1991. They weren’t 
short tosses either. Drage totalled 
1,018 yards, over 22 yards per catch. 

The other starter is Tyler Ander- 
son, a speed guy who sprinted on the 
Cougar track team during the spring. 
Anderson, also a junior, is BYU’s 
deep threat. He has 20 career catches 
for 452 yards (22.6) and six TDs. 

Sophomore Bryce Doman and se- 
nior Otis Sterling both have great 
speed and hands and will be joined in 
BYU’s regular rotation by senior 
Nati Valdez and sophomore Tim 
Nowatzke. 

This crew is so deep that 
senior Micah Matsuzaki, 
with career totals of 61 re- 
ceptions for 1,104 yards 
and nine TDs, may red- 
shirt. 

Talented one-time walk- 
on Byron Rex returns at 
tight end, adding improved 
blocking skills to his pass- 
catching ability. 

Running Backs 

The young talent at this 
position stands poised to overshadow 
the rest of the team. The expected 
headliner is sophomore Jamal Willis. 
Willis gained 520 yards in 1991, 
mostly in the second half of the sea- 
son. He became a crowd favorite and 
was used by the coaching staff as a 
potent pass-catching threat against 
San Diego St. In that game, he rolled 
up 229 yards rushing and receiving 
and scored three times. 

Junior Kalin Hall transferred to 
BYU from Dixie Junior College. He 
was the NJCAA player of the year in 
1991, rushing for more than 1,000 
yards. Hall and Willis, both from Las 
Vegas, are roommates.

The Kickers 

Ricks College transfer David 
Lauder will do the place-kicking. 
Head coach LaVell Edwards said 
Lauder kicks the ball as far as 1991’s 
kicker, Earl Kaufman, but kicks the 
ball higher, allowing more coverage 
time on kickoffs. 

Junior Joe Herrick became the 
backup as a freshman and now takes 


quarterback for the Miners, Coach 
David Lee says he’s in the dark 
whether the zigzagging sophmore has 
an experienced quarterback snap. 

“He’s has not had enough success 
last year and in this prefall camp at 
just throwing the ball away when 
things are covered,” Lee said. 

Gray completed 13 of 33 passes for 
263 yards and two touchdowns and 
rushed for 269 yards.

The former NCAA champion at both sprint distances flew out of Utah last 
night. “He arrives at 6 a.m. Italian time and will run in the evening,” Hirschi 
said. 

Fredericks, who is from Namibia, holds an undergraduate degree he earned 
at BYU while competing for the Cougars and is a first-year student in BY U's 
MBA program. | 

He “took starts and didn’t do a great deal” while practicing after school this 
week, Hirschi said.“ It’s been a long season. This becomes anti-climactic” after 
the Olympics.

Navratilova beaten by foe’s offspring

NEW YORK — Martina Navratilova fled the U.S. Open with a look of 
shock and sadness, her face pale and her eyes swollen, victimized again by the 
“Maleeva Conspiracy.” 

Magdalena Maleeva’s line-kissing groundstrokes, an untimely cloudburst 
and a touch of age combined Thursday to hand Navratilova her earliest U.S. 
Open loss since 1976 — the year after Maleeva was born. 

“It is pretty bad, yeah,” Navratilova said, ranking the 6-4, 0-6, 6-3 loss 
among the worst of her career. A finalist here last year and in 1989, she came 
in seeded No. 3 after a recent victory over Monica Seles, and considered 
herself a realistic contender for a fifth Open championship. 

Now Navratilova, a month shy of 36, has to reassess her future.

SVETISTEFAN, Yugoslavia — Bobby Fischer battled Boris Spassky toa 
draw Thursday in the second game of their $5 million rematch that marked 
Fischer’s return to the game after 20 years. 

Under the rules of the match, draws do not count for points, leaving the 
score 1-0, after Fischer’s convincing opening victory in a six-hour contest 
Wednesday. The contest is being held in this elegant Adriatic sea resort in 
defiance of U.N. sanctions against Yugoslavia. 

Their next game is Saturday. 

Fischer, 49, gave credit Thursday to his old opponent, the same man he 
defeated in 1972 to become America’s first and only chess world champion. 

“Boris had a good game, but then he made a few slips,” Fischer said. “I had 
a winning chance ... the end is a clear draw.” 

Spassky, a 55-year-old Russian now a French citizen, conceded he simply 
“played badly” in the middle of the game.

“In fact,” Christensen said, ‘one 
of our vehicles destroyed a bridge by 
doing this. A 10-wheeler tried to 
cross a small canal structure and 
took it down.” 

Fallahi commented on what can be 
done with this situation. “The 
bridges are being taken care of as the 
money is available. They are fixed 
right away based on their priority.” 

Fallahi also said that a new act was 
passed last year by Congress called 
the Ice Tea Act “which should bring 
in more money for our bridges.” 

Steinke said, “This year we re- 
ceived $3.4 million for state bridge 
replacement on the federal highway 
system. This is an increase from last 
year. However, it will never meet all 
of our needs.” 

“Only one bridge so far this year 
will use the 1992 funds. Little Bear 
River Bridge, west of Logan, will 
probably combine the last of the old 
funds with the new ones,” Bob 
Hulick, programming engineer of 
the planning program section of the 
Utah Department of Transporta- 
tion, said. 

Christensen said that there are 
many problems facing the rehabilita- 
tion of bridges. “Earlier bridges had 
no protection against salt erosion. 
Now the salt is eating us alive. You 
can see the deterioration.” 

“Also, the older bridges were not 
designed for earthquakes. We can’t 
afford to replace, or even rebuild all 
of the bridges, but what we’re trying 
to do is rehabilitate them.”

ence until it frosts, he said. 

‘Even after a hard frost, Rogers 
said the pollen in the atmosphere will 
continue to circulate for up to two 
weeks. 

The most common result of the al- 
lergy is sneezing, runny nose, conges- 
tion, itchy nose and throat, and wa- 
tery, red, itchy eyes. More serious 
complications can emerge from aller- 
gic reactions, like asthma, Rogers 
said. 

The best way to treat hay fever is to 
minimize exposure to pollen. 

An allergy is the body’s immune 
system misinterpreting harmless ma- 
terials as potentially dangerous sub- 
stances. Rogers said, “For those who 
are not allergic, the body recognizes 
the same material for what it is — a 
harmless organic substance.”

in analyzing bloodstains said Thurs- 
day that Sam Kastanis stabbed his 
wife and three children to death in 
their West Jordan home last Noy. 17. 

“I say that with certainty,” said 
Rod Englert, a blood pattern and 
crime reconstruction specialist from 
Portland, Ore. 

Englert’s opinion was based on 
bloodstains on the jacket, jeans and 
shoes worn by Kastanis when police 
first arrived at his home that Sunday 
morning. 

Using chemicals and special lights, 
Englert said he found hand prints left 
by Christine Kastanis, 6, as she 
clutched at the front of her father’s 
jacket with her bloody hands. 

“This is a pattern of a human hand 
grabbing,” he said. “No other way is 
this pattern created.” 

The testimony came in the fourth 
day of a preliminary hearing to deter- 
mine whether there is enough evi- 
dence to bind Kastanis over to district 
court on four charges of aggravated 
murder. 

Kastanis told police the day of the 
murders that he believed his wife was 
depressed and killed her children and 
herself. 

A life-sized photo of the chemically 
treated and lighted jacket was shown 
in court, and Englert matched a stain 
he said was made by Christine’s right 
hand against a transparency of her 
hand print. 

Englert also showed 38rd Circuit 
Judge Michael Hutchings how the 
bloody knife used to kill all four vic- 
tims had been wiped on Kastanis’ 
jacket, jeans, the shirt of Margaret 
Kastanis, 38, and on a towel found 
hanging in the bathroom where the 
body of Clint, 9, was found. 

A replica of the knife was matched 
against what Englert said was a knife

swipe stain on the jeans and another 
on the photo of the jacket. The stain is 
peculiar to a knife, Englert said, be- 
cause it has a curve, a point and a 
straight edge. 

Other stains on Kastanis’ jacket, 
jeans and shoes show he had to have 
been present when’ a bloody surface 
was struck with a blunt instrument, 
Englert said. 

Of 15 bloodstains on Kastanis’ 
jeans, for instance, only two could 
have been made while trying to resus- 
citate a victim, he said. 

“Whoever wore those clothes was 
involved in a violent confrontation, a 
combative situation,” Englert said. 

He said bloodstains in the base- 
ment bedroom showed that all three 
children were attacked in that room. 
Christine and Melissa, 11, both were 
hit in the head with a hammer in that 
room and were stabbed numerous 
times. 

Both girls struggled with their as- 
sailant, as evidenced by blood spat- 
ters around the room and defensive 
knife wounds to their hands. Both 
died there. 

Clint also was attacked in that 
room, but cast off drops of blood as he 
ran upstairs and into the bathroom, 
Englert said. 

Clint was attacked on the floor of 
the bathroom with a hammer and 
knife, was struck at least three times 
there, and died in the bathroom. 

Englert said he believes Mrs. Kas- 
tanis interrupted the attack on Clint, 
and witnessed one of the blows he 
suffered. 

Her stocking foot stepped into 
Clint’s blood, and the bloody footprint 
led downstairs. 

Mrs. Kastanis kneeled by the bed 
for some time, as bloodstains from her 
wounds and the carpet indicate, and 
then was moved unconscious or dead 
just outside the room where her chil- 
dren died, Englert said. 


White House drops idea to index capital gains
